, PY YOUTHFUL impressions as 
2/8 to Frooee and to Frenchmen 


L¥ 9. were scarcely favorable; They 
began 48 years ago, when a solider's 
orders carnied me to the valley of the 
Kio Grande, where 49,000 of the veterans 
of the Grand Anny of the Republic with 
iImpationce waited watchfully, while look- 
ing. loweringly across the turbid river at 
the wnperial French contingent,.which 
under Maximilian then harassed Mexico, 

These intipressions were tot bettered in 
later years bv that woeful story of rack 
and cam, of despair and heromm, of im- 
capacity and mtrigue, which attended the 
Jeocadence aml downfall of the French 
Empire.

The peasants intelligent? Wes, though 
not aim Parsian form.

Hiundreds of highly educated WOMEN, 
tramed mostly ar Sévres. enter the 
Jearned professions. Mie, Curic’s pro- 
fessorship in the Sorbonne, where she te 
fects high credit on scientific research, is 
atypical and rot an isolated case of 
women engaged in higher instruction, 
Women may he teachers and scientists, 
doctors. and Lawyers, but they cannot be 
judges, though exceptionally they are on 
the arbitration courts, Beginning with 
commercial tribunals in r8o8, their elip- 
bility now includes membership in the 
supreme councils of labor, of codpera- 
tion, of arts and manufacturers, of pails 
lic instruction, of conciliation courts, and 
Other public positions of dignity and im- 
portanee.

PROTECTING CHILDREN 

The protection of chiliren, which he- 
gan legislatively more than 20 years since, 
ls more and more engaged the seriotts 
attention of French statesmen, Then 
more than fiioajoaa children ginder 16 


years of age were crippling their bodies 


and warping theit minds by arducus pro- 
longred labor in mines, factories, etc. “The 
law of 1874 lessened their day's work to 


12 hours (new to), fortade tnder- 
ground mines to them, as well as labor 
wider insanitary or harmful conditions 
as to occupation or surroundings, Two 
vears later ciuldren were excluded from 
establishments equipped with dangerous 
machinery. Then came the compulsory 
education law, which benetited the child 
hy postpontag until 13 vears his life of 
labor by tramning his faculties and ine 
creasing his.useful knowledge. Later the 
welcome and frightens Sunday law in- 
stired weekly a day of entire change, if 
not of recreation, for the child. 

Meanwhile generous and far-reaching 
legislation has materiatly reduced the 
frightful mortality of infants, due ta 
VATIONS cases. The most widely known 
Was the system of nurse-farming, which 
gave rise to the horrible seandals of the 
“angel mnkers.” Lnderthe Roussel law, 
the reduction in the mortality of the frro- 
fected infants (under one year in ape) 
was greater by 3 per cent than for the 
children of the whole nation, the mor- 
tality lieing as follows: (897, 24.3 per 
cent, and 1008, 17.0 per cent for the pro- 
tected, as against respective means of 
Tye per cent auc ry.d per cent for the 
nation, This reform is one of the most 
creditahle of recent years. 

One of the most remarkable reversala 
of a policy over a century old was the 
law of July 2, ro07. It marked a fom 
moral stride when the law gave a girl- 
mother a right to demand that her he 
trayer should provide for the support of 
is child. Tt ts adkmittel, apart from its 
justice, that this law will do much, 
through the protection and guardianship 
of natural chillren, to redace the rising 
tide of juvenile criminals: who eome in 
such isproportionally large mumbers 
from this unfortunate class. The largest 
percentage of the offenses of juveniles 
(42 per cent) is for theft, which un- 
checkeil m children rises in France ton 
maximum in youths of 18 to 24 years.

Law WAGES 


Tf living is cheap im [Pelgium, it is 
na cheaper than conditions call for, be- 
cause wages certainly are low. Many 
lace-cnakers, making the exquisite laces 
that bear*the Helgian mark, work from 
the tising to the setting of the sun for 
five dollars a week, It is said that the 
average ware of all the breadwinners of 
the country approximates only $165 a 
year. The children work after they are 
12, and all hands in a workingman’s 
family must keep busy in order that no 
mouth shall go hungry.

the buckle of income meet the tongue 


of cuigo, So must the Belginn house-

A WAST MARKET GARDEN 


The entire western portion of the 
country resembles one vast market gar- 
den.

of thousands of acres of the roughest 
kind of land have been converted into 
epiendid trucking gardens. by western 
Helginns.

Dut with the 
masses a dog has no excuse for existence 
if he cannot contribute his share to the 
work df the family. The rich man may 
have his hunting dogs or his watch dogs, 
butiin the economy of the working classes 
a dog that did not work would be such 
a4 heavy dram on the Tanily food supply 
as to prechide keeping it. The Gelgmns 
cannot feed their dogs with scraps from 
their tables, for, like the boy who said, 
“There ain't goin’ to be no core,” there 
are no scraps left from the poor man's 
table in Belgium. That would be tn- 
speakable extravagance. 

Tf the Belgian women af the masses 
are liird-working helpmeets, they are at 
the same time fine examples of worman- 
hood: for; thongh them clothes and orna- 
ments are simple, the pictures of Flenish 
and Walloon women tell a tale of natural 
beanty. 

The people of Belgium hold the world’s 
tecord as beerslrinkers, and their steins 
of beer are ther one extravagance, 
Their per capita constimption of beer is 
48.8 gallons a year, while that of Ger- 
many is only 26.3 gallons. On the other 
hand, they are rather small wsers of wines 
and liquors, using only one gallon of wine. 
per capita, where the Frenchman uses 
34 and the Italian 18.5 gallons, 

RAILWAY FARES: 

The railroad arrangements of Belgium 
have been most happy for the masses of 
the people. A doulile daily journey of 
20 miles costs 37°45 cents a week, © 
double daily journey of 44 miles §0 
cents 2 week, and one of 6h miles 62). 
eents ao week, 

Under this arrangement the area of 
the Liege labor market extends across 
the country nearly to Ostend Out of 
s.a80 0 laborers who were commuters 
more than 1,000 traveled 30 miles or 
more to fad from their work. The 
State railroads charge a penny for every 
non-ttaveler who gors into a railroad 
station, and the aggregate of these small 
levies affords a revenue of $50,000 a 
year. Belgium has a great many good 
public highways, their aggregate length 
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beng about 6,000 mies, Those: west of 
the Meuse ure generally payed, while 
those east of It are macadamizer, 


BELGIAN JUDICIARY 


The Belgian people claim that they 
have the best code and the best organized 
judicial system in existence, The high- 
est court in the land has but one justice, 
and he does not wait for cases to reach 
him through appeals from the decisions 
of the lower courts: lle himself takes 
the mitiative, examining every decision 
to see if it is do strict accord with the 
cole, If he finds it 18 not, without any 
motion from any one be simply annals 
the decmion of the court below, Me 
never sits in a case except wlien a mem- 
ber of the King's Cabinet is accused, 
He has a staff of law experteunder him 
who ait hint in his work. There are 
three courts of appeal and af courts of 
first instance. 

Alihongh 32 percent of the people af 
Belgium are illiterate, education has been 
mate compulsory and free to these who 
are unable to pay their way. There are 
abiwit 8.000 primary schools, with an en- 
rollment of nearly gooooo, Primary 
education steps at t2 for those who do 
not intend. to pass through the middle 
schools. These latter schools are the 
recruiting ground for the teachers of 
the (primary sehools, All but about 
50,000 ont of goo,co0 enrolled represent 
themselves. as unable to pay for their 
edincation, 

FEW EMIGRANTS 

The Belgians, despite the crowded con- 
dition of their country, are not much 
Fiven to emigration. The number who 
annually leave their home land for other 
countrics-in narimal times reaches only 
abont 14,000 a year, There are today 
about $0,000 native-born FGelgians in 
the United States, with a tetal Belgian 
home population of 7.<7o,000, which, 
firares become significant of the home- 
Inving qualities of the Belgians when 
eompared with the tendency to migra- 
tion elsewhere. For instance, Ireland, 
with 4.00,000 people at home, has in the 
United States 1,352,000; Norway, with 
a population one-third thot of Belgium,

While) Belgium began its existence as 
‘4: separate notion in i830, its separa. 
tion from the northern provinces which 
iow constitate the Netherlands started 
entities before—in 157y—as a result 
Of religious «differences. The southern 
imovinees declared their aditeretice to the 
spanish king anil the northern group 
later proclammed their adherence to 
France, For many years the Felgic 
prowinces were the foothall of continental 
ethene kicked! hither and thither as the 
battle surged from one end of the field 
of diplomacy and war to the other. At 
the close of the: 18th century they be- 
came a purt of France, but when the 





‘Congress of Vienna undertook to remake 


the map of Europe after Napoleon. had 
timmade ft, that beady took the Belgic 
provinces in hand and reunited them with 
the provinces of Netherlands, in 181, 
as the Kingdom of Netherlands. 

Dat the reunion was not long to en- 
‘lore, for religion as well as diversity 
of tongue and blood prevented the grout 
of European pressure from solidifying 
the structure and binding it together in 
one compact and fast-holding ynion. So 
it happened that in 1830 the Belgic prowv- 
incet held a titthe Independence Hall 
movement of their own, and formulated 
a European edition of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, setting forth the 
reasons why they could not live in peace 
ind harmony with the Putch: ‘The Tel- 
wings felt that it was a case of the tail 
wigeing the dog; for although they had 
a population of 9,400,000 as against Hal- 
land's 2,000,000, the Dutch had always a 
majority in the legislative body, they had 
the King, six out of-seven of the minis- 
ters were Dutch, the Hank was Dutch, 
and so on all the way down the line. 


THE WA cr SEPARATION 


The war oof separation was a short 
om. ‘The Belgians rose up, started ‘to 
moke war, and in two months had the 
Dutch where their King was asking the 
great powers to step in and arrange a 
peace.

‘he London conference, which liad 
ieembled upon the plea of Holland, wow 
drafted a treaty for the two cotutres 
to sign, Under mt the Belgians got far 
less than they had hoped, The Grand 
Dutehy of Luxemburg was divided, one 
part going to each country, but Holland 
keeping the fortress and getting a port 
of the provinee of Limburg to compen: 
sate her. The Maastricht district was 
alten divided, but Hothinid got the fortress 
there, The Schetdt River was to he open 
to both countries. 

Bit the Dutch king was not ready to 
accept the terms laid down by outside 
sawers, and refused to give up Antwerp, 
The report England and France decide 
to use force to bring him to terms, and 
the French lawl siege on lis troop at 
Antwerp. ‘Thev capitulated, bit refused 
to give up two forts commanding the 
Scheldt seaward from Antwerp, Ternis 
were finally arranged and the treaty was 
reluctantly signed by Holland, 


DEFENDED HERE NEUTRALITY 


Pelgiom thereafter passed mucctesiolly 
through a number of domestic vicissi 
tudes. In i870 it began to look as 
though the country was again to become 
the victim of a great yame of war 
France and Gertany had determime to 
try conclusions with the sword, and it 
was not a bricht owtlock that confronted 
Relgitm, The government tmimeittately

STORY CF THE COsGO 


How Belgtam became one of the prin- 
pul beneficiaries in the (purtitien of 
Africa, constitutes an interesting starry. 
In ¢8y6 King Leopold summoned the 
geocraphers of Europe to a conterence 
which tesulted im the organization of 
“The Internationn! Association for ‘the 
Exploration and Civilization of Africa.” 
Although the work was launched first as 
in international project, Lesopelil’s ‘#n- 
ergy and money gradually made it Gel- 
fian in chiracter and support. Finally 
the “International Association of the 
Congo” secured recognition as a snv- 
ercign State, the Umited States leading 
off in this recognition, and Leopold was 
practically its owner.

PNHE remarkable increase in the 
ff population of Kurupe im recent 
years, and particularly of the 
countries wow at war, offers the basis

A comparison of the best estimates of 
the world’s popnlation of 100 years age 
with accepted statistics of today indicates 
that the population of the world bas more 
than dowbled: in a single century, and 
thit this trerease has heen shared hi ‘a 
considerable derree lw countries which 
were even then looked upon as cverpip- 
tiated, Conservative estimates of the 
popitlation of the world for the first dec- 
ade of the last-ecentury put the total at 
approximately joo.doc.oo0, while the 
latest cenéus records and official estimates 
show aoprand total for the world of ap- 
prosaimately L6so.000.000 Tm Iei4. an ay 
parent merease of abot 170 per cent in 
the last oo years, In that period Europe 
shows an inerease from 69oj0ng,o00 to 
450,000,000, a pain of 137 per cent, while 
Ameticasds a whole shows an incrense 
of FOO per cent; and the Linited States 
alone more thin tooo per cent. 

This wonderful change in the power 
of the world and of limited areas such a5 
Europe ty sustain a very dense popula 
tion 15 largely the result of changes in 
rhiethods of transportation and produe- 
tion which have come into use during the 
last century. Fror to the advert of the 
railroad the population of a given area 
was dependent apen the food-producing 
power of the territory which it occupied 
ar with which it could communicate by

In those sections of the world mn which 
the population was already sufficiently

life from starvation and pestilence. Food 
siypiplics which might exist within a few 
htmdred miles were as inaccessible a5 
though on the other side of the globe. 
The people living in the cities could ex- 
change their matmutacturés for food prad- 
ticts only moa limited area: and with the 
congestion of population within walled 
eities atid their absence of proper sani- 
lary factlities, they came justly to be de- 
scribed! as “men destroyers” and. yam- 


spires fi ening the sttrrounding coun- 


try, from which they had to draw men 
and women to replace the logses caused 
hy disease und lack of food, OF those 
born im the cities but a small percentage 
escaped the dangers of childhood, 

But with the advent of the railroad 
and the steamship, and with the apy ica 
tion of steam power to production, all 
this was changed. The city, town, or 
community was no longer dependent 
tipon the immediately surrounding area 
for tts food supply or fora market for 
ite products. The world’s great product- 
ive areas, formerly useless because of 
their inaccessibility, could now be relied 
unin for a food supply, even though a 
thousand sor several thotisand miles dis- 
tint from the point at which they were: 
rentinec 

The workman of densely propre ten! 
England may sow with a single day's 
labor pay the cost of transporting a 
years supply of bread and meat from 
America to his own door, and may mar- 
ket the prodiects of his labor in some 
equally distanc-port of the world. ‘This 
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explains why it i thar England, then os 


now one of the most densely populated 


countries of the world, has quadrupled 
its population in a century atl increase! 
it fo per cent in the past 40 years. “Other 
countrics of aishint with a greater area: 
in which to enlarge their agricultural. ws 
well as manufacturing industries, have 
shown-an even larger per cent of growth, 

Even the Qrient, which is usually 
liokeal npon is of sinw growth, has 
shared, in certain sections at least, in the 
ragnd imereise in population which has 
characterized the last century.

The wonderful progress of the science 
of preventive seiiictne is, howe er, the 
prscrpal cause of gurinecreasing millions. 
It was not so long age that Russia had a 
death rate of 37 per 1000. That has 
bec cut down to about 30 per 1,000; .ap- 
ple! to a population of 141,000,000, 
which tepresents European’ Russia, and 
the result shows a saving of gS7,c00 lives 
tnnuallyin that country. England's death 
rate fell from 24 per Loo in the decade 
fram 1801 to 1870, inclusive, to about 14 
perinooo ta iro. Apply that nde to 
the popttlation of the United Kingdom, 
and the result shows nearly 500,000 fewer 
deaths annually, in propertion to popula- 
tion, in To10 than in the decade hetween 

1866 and 187.

™,| began to write down the rise and 


kL OW iall of nations has there been re- 
corded amore wonderful story of a pee 
file's existence thon that to be fewnd th 
the annals of the Germans. The star of 
their destiny more than conve hus mounted 
to the zenith of European power, then 
his passerl down to the western horizon, 
only to rise again, becayse of the extraor- 
dinary recuperative strength of the Ger- 
man race.

The Germany of today is a wonderful 
empire—whatever the Hook of Fate may 
have in store for its tomorrow, [ts peo- 
ple-are so old tn the history of Western 
cwilization that Juli Cresar, when he 
hbecane governor of Gaul, encountered 
them to the east of the Rhine, and bore 
testimony to their fighting spirit and thet 
nilitary prowess: vel its goverment ts 
so young that men sullon the sunny side 
of htty can remember when it came into 
being. ‘The present German Empite was 
hor out of the Pranen-Prassinn War; 
what its future shall be ts now in process 
of determination.

The average American has read so 
much about the might of the German 
aftny, the prowess of the German navy,

How clote has heen the competition of 
these three great conntries for leadership 
in the world's export trade is revealect 
from an examination of the record. The 
Lenited States led in 1913, with exports 
Valued at F2.428,000,000; Great Hritnin 
came second. with $2.371,000,0007 Ger- 
many took third place, with S2,137,000,- 
ooo; France, with, fourth plice, had an 
export business of only St205,000,000.

CERMAN AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTS 


Although embracing only one-fifteenth 
of the area of Europe, Germany, i ror, 
produced one-seventh of its wheot, a 
hith of its oats, more than a seventh of 
ts barley, more than-a fourth of its rye, 
and over a third of its potatoes. It vieldls 
phice among the producing nations of 
Europe only to Russia. 

To what remarkable extent the Ger- 
man fanner has mastered the <ctence of 
agriculture is shown by a cormparison, of 
his per-acre vields with out own, lf we 
had grown as much wheat to the acre in 
1913 23 the Germans, our crop would 
have been (we and a half billion buchels 
instead of three-fourths of a billion bush- 
ele. Lt or farmers had grown as much 
mats to the aere as the Germans, our 
yield would have heen 6o per cent of the

world’s oat crop instead of the 25 per 
cent that 1 was. Hard our barley harvest 
been as heavy per acre as thar of the 
German farmer, we would have had a75.- 
oo,oo0 bushels instead of 178,000,000, 
if our poe growers had wrown as 
many tibers to the acre as the German 
pptate ‘growers, our yield would haye 
been 865,000,000 bushels instead of 334 - 

These figures are tio more impressive 
as showing to what degree of mistery of 
the soil the Germans have come than they 
are as showing what vast crops we will 
be able to have in this country when our 
farmers really learn how to farm, 

Where the American farmer ttsés 
many acres and gets a small yield, the 
German farmer uses a very few actes 
and compels the ground to give him a 
large yield. There are approximately the 
sume umber of farms in Germany as it 
the United States — §75h,000. in Ger- 
many and 5,737,000 in our country, Ot 
the German farms, 2733,000 have less 
than 2.47 acres in them: of the Amorican 
furms, only 41,985 have three acres or 
less. OF the remaming German farms, 
2.300000 lave less than 25 uwcres in 
them, We have 3,860,000 farms of so 
acres or more.
